There is out- phase of the Republican 


national convention which is worthy ot 
particularly favorable comment. It is 
the fact that the use of money had no in- 
lluencc in the selection of a candidate 
for president. The three leading candi- 
dates all spent money lavishly, or had it 
spent in their behalf. (leneral Wood's 
campaign expenditures are rated any- 
where fiom .*1.3tHUNMJ to *2,(KH>,000. Ciov. 
Lowden spent close to half a million dol- 
lars of his own money. Senator John 
son had the smallest fund of the three, 
but it probably was upwards of £100.000. 


These three "leaders" conducted an ag- 


gressive and spectacular fight for the 
nomination. They were each deter- 
mined to win the presidency. Little or 
no thought was given to the old-fash- 
ioned idea which used to prevail that 
this great office should seek the man ra- 
ther than that the man should seek the 
office. They had large, well-equipped 
and efficient organizations and they had 
money. When it came to the balloting 
none of them had anything like a ma- 
jority, nor could any one of them come 
within close range of the nomination at 
any stage of the convention. They had 
a certain number of delegates which 
their style of campaigning had managed 
to bring to their support, but it is to the 
great credit of the nation and the Re- 
publican party that they could not se- 
cure a sufficient number to nominate. 
Their money, their militant ambition, 
(heir organizations, went for nothing. 


As a matter of fact the other candi- 


dates actively engaged in a campaign 
met with the same fate. Poindexter, one 
of the first in the field with a publicity 
bureau running full blast eight months 
ago, got no notice from the convention. 
Neither did the rest who tried for the 
White house by this route. All fell by 
the wayside.c 


The man who received the nomination 


was not a seeker of the office in the sense 
of his competitors. It is true he had his 
tidmirers and his supporters, and they 
were active in his behalf, but it must be 
said of Senator Harding that he bore a 
dignified and altogether commendable 
attitude toward the efforts which sought 
to name him the nominee. Unquestion- 
ably he is stronger for it, as is the He- 
publican party for turning down those 
who attempted to force their selection. 
If gives a wholesome object lesson in poli- 
tics. It goes a long way to sustain public 
confidence in American government as 
well as regard for the presidency which 
that high office ought to command. It 
will be a sorry day for the United States 
when the nomination for president can 
be obtained by the methods which were 
conspicuous and offensive in the cam- 
paign winch terminated at Chicago last 
week. That day has not yet arrived, and 
it is to be hoped it never will. 


SOCIAL PROGRESS 


An important piece of legislation en- 


acted at this session of congress, and ap- 
proved by the president on the last day 
of the session, is an act providing for the 
promotion of vocational rehabilitation of 
persons disabled in industry or other- 
wise, and for the return of such persons 
to some useful employment. Under the 
provisions of this act the federal gov- 
ernment proposes to cooperate with the 
states in the work of restoring to occu- 
pational efficiency men and women who 
have been maimed by accident in jury 
way whatever, or disabled by disease, or 
who may he congenitally crippled. 


In anticipation of the passage of fed- 


eral legislation for this purpose more 
than a do/en stales have already enacted 
laws providing for the vocational reha- 
bilitation of disabled men and women, 
ami providing in some cases in advance 
for acceptance of the requirements of 
the fedeial acl which has now been ap- 
prised bv the president. 


"Persons disabled" are defined in the 


act lo include "Any person who by reas- 


on of physical defect, or infirmity, whe- 
ther congenital or acquired by accident, 
injury, or disease, is, or may be expect- 
ed to be, totally or partially incapaci- 
tated for remunerative occupation." The 
federal board for vocational education 
is the administrative agency. An appro- 
priation of N7.~>0,000 is made for the iis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1'JliO, and of 
Sl.000.000 annually for three years fol- 
lowing. These appropriations are to be 
allotted to the states in proportion to 
their population, and every federal dol- 
lar spent by the states in training dis- 
abled men and women must be matched 
by an equal amount of money provided 
in the states. 


The act does not provide that money 


made available in the states to match the 
federal appropriation shall he raised by 
taxation in the state. In other words, 
private funds may be made available for 
matching general money in any state. It 
is provided only that money expended 
under the act shall be expended under 
the immediate administrative direction 
and control of the state board for voca- 
tional education in each state. Each 
state board is required to submit to the 
federal board for approval, the state 
plans for carrying out the provisions of 
the act within the state, specifying the 
kinds of vocational rehabilitation to be 
provided, and the proposed schemes of 
placement after training, courses of stu- 
dy, methods of instruction, qualifications 
of teachers, and plans tor training teach- 
ers. 


The social importance of this under- 


taking may be judged from the fact that 
it has been estimated that the number 
of persons injured each year by accident 
alone in the various industries of the 
country is about eight times as great as 
the total number of casualties among 
our troops on the battlefields of Europe 
during the war. 


The act rounds out and completes a 


program 
of vocational rehabilitation 


which was proposed while the war was 
in progress, and which, except as re- 
gards the retraining of disabled soldiers, 
was postponed for the time being under 
pressure of the war emergency. Our ex- 
perience in retraining men disabled in 
the war is conclusive as to the practical 
value of such training. 


Economically and socially the effects 


of this legislation are bound to be far 
reaching. Not all of the benefits will be- 
come immediately apparent to the pub- 
lic, but it may be confidently expected 
that in the course of a few years the need 
for appropriations in the states for the 
support of almshouses and homes for in- 
curables, and for crippled and disabled 
persons, will be materially diminished. 
As the work of vocational rehabilitation 
develops in the states, the groping crea- 
ture labeled "I am blind," and the leg- 
less man vending shoe strings and lead 
pencils will gradually disappear from 
our city streets. In the future, if the in- 
tent of the law is realized, those disabled 
in industry will not be relegated to curb- 
stone mendicancy; they will be given 
such training as they may need to estab- 
lish them in some occupation as self-sup- 
porting and happy workers.

••rheumatism" are caused by "uric ucid" and 
that consequently anything of an acid character 
in the food would be injurious; anil, second, by 
a pseudo-scientific propaganda based on this 
dear old notion and exploited for profit by var- 
ious modern Princes of Plausibility—the old- 


, time quackery having passed with the passing of 
shotgun concoctions, a new stylo has taken its 
place, and the great Wiseheimer family, patrons 
of the new style, like to be told by the Prince 
of Plausibility Just how the treatment works, 
you know. A Wiseheimer is nevi-r so happy as 
when (he thinks) he understands the etiology, 
pathology and therapeutics of his ailment just 
as well as, if not a little better, than the shrewd 
healer who yearns to take him in. Look the 
quack literature of the day over some time when 
your health will stand for it, and see whether 
this it not so. 


No disease, not even that rarest of joint le- 


sions called gout, has been proved to be due to 
uric acid or any other acid or acid substance. 
Least of all have the more common diseases pop- 
ularly misinterpreted as "rheumatism" any rela- 
tion with uric acid or uric acid metabolism. Vic- 
tims of this profitable buncombe of the charla- 
tan should know that uric acid is a 
normal 


end-product of healthy metabolism or life, and 
that its presence in the blood or urine is invari- 
ably noted when these fluids are chemically test- 
ed, no matter whether the subject is well or ill. 
It is true the amounts of uric acid or compounds 
thereof vary under varying circumstances of diet 
exercise, health and disease. 
But I repeat, no 


one has yet proved that uric acid is concerned 
in the causation of any disease. 


The acid of grapefruit, lemons, limes and or- 


anges is citric acid. This is converted to an al- 
kaline salt, potassium or sodium citrate, in di- 
gestion. The citrate is oxidized in the blood to 
alkaline carbonates—carbonates of potassium 
sodium, magnesium, etc. 


These carbonates are found present in the 


blood of every healthy individual. Thus the ci- 
trous fruits render the blood more alkaline, and, 
as chemistry and everyday clinical observation 
show, they also render the urine less acid. The 
free use of lemons or oranges, for instance, is 
one of the most effective means of diminishing 
excessive acidity of the urine in various condi- 
tions. 


A similar fate is met by the tartaric acid of 


grapes and the acid elements of pineapples, cur- 
ranfs, prunes, apples, cranberries, etc. In ex- 
ceptional cases it is advisable to avoid certain 
fruits, vegetables and other food containing ox- 
alic acid which is not oxidized in the body.

an exceedingly good habit. Kegp it up. 
If you 


enjoy fruit with milk, of course it is a whole- 
some combination, notwithstanding the 
wierd 


theories of self-constituted "food experts" and 
others who know a whole lot more of psychol- 
ogy than of physiology.

that way. Madam! Eggs are not good for the 
roots of the hair, unless taken internally. Use 
soap to wash the hair, and after repeated rins- 
ings in water gradually cooler, dry the hair well 
and rub in a little oil if the scalp seems too dry, 
such oil as liquid petrolatum or soft petrolatum 
(vaseline). 
A lamp is no more poisonous at 


night than in the evening. 
Provided the win- 


dows are open, as, of course, they should be in 
the sleeping room, the lamp can do no harm.

Democratic Convention Snap-Shot* 


The Story of 16 Nominations 


By A. H. VANDENBERO 


THE CONVENTION OF 1880 


The Democratic National Conven- 


tion of 18SO assembled in Cincinnati 
on June 'i'i. It resulted in the Presi- 
dential nomination of General W. 8. 
Hancock of Pennsylvania, who had 
twice previously been a contender in 
the National Conventions of 18G8 and 
1872. 


Hancock's nomination was a sur- 


prise to the Convention as well as to 
the country. It was due partially to 
the doubt which existed down to the 
very beginning of the balloting, as to 
whether or not Samuel J. Tilden of 
New York (the Presidential nominee 
four years previously) was to be a 
candidate for re-nomination. That he 
could have 
had the nomination if 


such had been his aggressive desire, 
is sure—because it was the universal 
Party 
belief 
that In the preceding 


Hayes campaign. Tilden had been ac- 
tually 
counted 
out of 
the White 


House. 


But Tilden's refusal either to af- 


firm or deny renewed aspirations until 
the Convention was actually in ses- 
sion (when he sent a letter which it- 
self could be read two different ways) 
left the Party so completely in the 
dark that hardly a third of the dele- 
gates went to Cincinnati with Tildeu 
in their minds. 


On the first ballot General Hancock, 


with 171 votes, and Thomas F. Bay- 


ard of Delaware, with 153*£ votes, led 
a Held of eight candidates, while Hen- 
ry B. Payne of Ohio (who was be- 
ieved to b« Mr. Tilden's heir) was In 
.bird place. 
On the second ballot, 


however, the New York delegation, 
and nearly all the recognized friends 
of 
Tilden, 
swung to a new man- 


Samuel J. Randall of Pennsylvania— 
who 
went into second place with 


128% 
votes. 
Meanwhile, however. 


General Hancock had gone to 320, and 
before 
the formal ballot was 
an- 


nounced swift changes carried him to 
705 and a 
nomination. 
William H. 


Kuglisb. ol' Indiana was nominated for 
Vice-President by acclamation after 
the only other contender—Richard M. 
Bishop of Ohio—withdrew. 


George Hoadly of Ohio was tern, 


porary 
chairman of the Convention 


and ex-Governor John W. Stevenson 
of Kentucky was permanent chair, 
man. Henry Watterson of Kentucky 
was chairman of the resolutions com- 
mittee. The platform was a short 
and terse reiteration of Democratic 
challenge to previous Republican ad- 
ministrations in the White House and 
in the Congress, and in ringing* en- 
dorsement 
of the recently elected 


Democratic Congress. 
In the final 


outcome of this campaign, President 
Garfield was elected.
